The family had consulted with Proba- 
tion Officer Gloer in regard to sending 
the young girl to a reformatory institu- 
tion in Cincinnat!, but it was thought 
best to wait ten days, that the girl might 
sufficiently regain her strength for the

There was 
no other alternative and the prisoners 
were taken by the mob. The woman was 
told to run and as she did so was rid- 
dled with bullets. Her son was wounded 
so that he could not run and was shot 
to pieces in the public road. 

The negro who outraged Mrs, Moore 
has not been caught, but the news has 
reached here that he is surrounded in a 
negro house and that in all probability 
has beén killed ere this. There were 
twenty-five armed men close after him.

ATLANTA FIRM DUPED 


United States Gets Onto Scheme and 
Arrests Hargrave for Using the 
Mails to Defraud—Fortune 
Won by Fraud Held in 
Daughter’s Name. 


May 2!1.—(Special.j— 
John Thompson Hargrave, fornrér 
Methodist preacher and Episcopal 
clergyman, was arrested today at his 


Richmond, Va., 


Hanover county, on the charge of “‘de- 
vising schenies to defraud by use of the 
mails.’’ 

The letter directly responsible was 
mailed at Doswell and was addressed 
to the Tennessee-Kentucky Distillery 
Company, at Clarksville, Tenn. The 
method of procedure adopted by the 
minister in this and other cases was to 
secure the name of the firm he had se- 
iected as the object of his scheme, order 
whatever he wished, prefix “the Rev.” 
to his signature, explain that he was an 
E\piscopal clergyman, receive the goods 
and in upwards gf a hundred cases, re- 
fuse to respond to a réquest for a re- 
mittance. In this way he has amassed 
a considerable fortune, which is placed 
in ihe name of his daughter, Elizabeth. 

Father of Fourteen Children. 

Hargrave is said to be a little more 
than sixty years of age, has been twice 
married, and is the father of fourteen 
children. He first married a daughter 
of the celebrated New York judge and 
jurist, W. J. Droove, of Monticello. 


|After her death, he married a woman 


in New York city, from whom he was 
afterwards separated, and who is said 
to be now seeking a divorce. Hargrave 
was born in the state of New York, 
was éducated in this country and 
abroad, egfaduating in the late 70's as 
& minister of the Methodist church. 
He soon tired of his connection with 
this church, and in 188! changed his 
faith and entered upon the duties of an 
| Episcopal rector in Woodbury, Conn., 
\from which city he removed to New 
| Haven, Pa, 
Atlanta Firm Involved. 

He was at one time editor of a paper 
at Kingston, N. Y. It°was while rector 
of the church at Woodbury that the 
man started the evil practices which 
have proven to be his und@ng. 

If he lives long enough, he will have 
|to answer to the authorities of at least 
\one hundred cities in this country, 
among which may be mentioned Fred- 
erl¢k, Md.; Greensboro, Md.: Clarks- 
ville, Tenn.; New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Boston. Louisville, Baltimore 
Cincinnati, Washington and Atlanta. 

Within the last six months Hargrave, 
according to information {in the hands 
of the authorities, has swindled one hun- 


dred business houses out of upwards of 
$100,000. 


Deposed from the Ministry. 


In 1903, after a communication between 
Bishop Gibson, of Virginia, and Bishop 
Chauncey Brewster, of Cincinnati, Har- 
grave Was deposed from the Episcopal 
ministry as the result of complaints made 
against him. Since coming. to Virginia 
he has served in the Hanover ‘jail for 
larceny. At the time of hig arrest he 
was under indictment by a Hanover jury 
for selling liquor without a license. The 
man has operated in practically every 
state east of the Mississippi and has haf- 
fled the shrewdest détectives and lawyers 
in the country. 

Hargrave was unable to furnish ball in 
the sum of $1,500, and was committed 
to jail to await trial at the October term 
of the United States court.

At Close of His Address Van Cleave

New York, May 21.—A fund of $!,.800,- 
000 to ‘be expended in fighting “industrial 
oppression’’ in the next three years was 
called for President James W. Van- 
Cleave, of the National Association of 
‘Manufacturers, at their annual ¢onvenr- 
tion in this city today. President Van- 
Cleave appointed a committee of thirty- 
five manufacturerg to find a way to raise 
the money.

He also declared that the manu- 
facturers must combat the newer issues 
caused by the determination of labor 
unfon leaders to terrorize thé president, 
congress, judges and jufies.

“We want to federate the manufac- 
‘turers of thig country to effectively fight 
out oppression. The president ought to 
have fully $500,000 a year for the next 
three years.

“The impression appears to prevail in 
certain: quarterg that this investigation 
has been arranged to pollster up certaia 
preconceived ideas,” said Dr. Neill. 
‘That impression is erroneous. Our sole 
aim is to learn the facts, and no effort 
will be made to present harrowing de- 
tails for sensational purposes. I shall 
seek simply to get the truth, and 80 far 
as our bureau is concerned, we do not 
care who may be hurt. 1 wish to say 
also that I have not the slightest dowbdt 
that the members of this association ,are 
just as anxious to prevent abuses in the 
matter of child labor as anybody, and © 
appeal to you for hearty cooperation in 
this direction.”

On the Defenseless Citizens 
of Brownsville, Texas, 


EVIDENCE BY EYE-WITNESS! 
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Mexican E@tor Tells of Seeing the 
Negro Troops Running Amuck 
and Shoting Down Citisens 
op the Streets. 


Washington, May 2!.—Paulino S Pre- 
clado, editor of a Mexican newepaper 
in ‘Brownsville, Tex., and an eyewitness 
to the shooting of Frank Natous, the 
only American killed in the affray there, 
Wag on the stand today before the senate 
committee on military effairs. 

Dramatically telling his story in Span- 
ish and ‘having it interpreted for the 
committee, the testimony easily proved 
to be the most important heard during 
the present hearing. When the shooting 
began, Preciado wag sitting in the court, 
in the rear of Tillman’s saloon. With 
him were two companions. 

According to his story today, Mr. Crix- 
ell, who conducts a-saloon across the 
street from Tillman's . place, rushed in 
excitedly and reported that the “negroes 
were out.’’ The doors to Tillman’s sa- 
loon were immediately closed and barred, 
and Natous, the bartender, started across 
the court to bar the gute which con- 
nected the court with the alley. Preciado 
followed, but before he had emerged from 
the saloon into the court he ‘®aw five o 
six negro soldiers in unfform enter the 
gate. They fired several shots, and Na- 
tous threw up his rams and exclaimed in 
Spanish, “Oh, God,” and fell on his bask. 
He was killed instantly 

Another bullet grabed Preciado’s hand 
and it bled profusely. Still another bul- 
let passed through Preciado’s coat and 
vest near the left breagt pocket and 
broke his glasses, which were in a case 
in the pocket. 

The menu immediately proceeded down 
the alley, shooting ag they went. Pre- 
ciado said they were within 3 yards of 
the light at the gate and that the court- 
yard also was lighted with several lamps. 
(He swore positively that the men were 
negro saidiers. Continuing hig story, he 
corroborated testimony given by other 
witnesses who were at the saloon.

5 LIVES LOST: | 
75 IN PERIL 


Steamer Naomi Burns in 
Middle of Lake Michi- 
gan, 


Grand Haven, Mich., May 2!.—Five 
lives were lost and about seventy-five 
‘people had a perilously close escape 
from death when the passenger and 
freight steamer Naomi, of the Crosby 
Transportation Company, burned early 
today in the middle of Lake Michigan 
while on her regular night trip from this 
port to Milwaukee. Four of the victims 
were coal passers pinned down in the 
forecastle’ by the flames, where many 
of the rescued passengers from the 
decks of the freighter ‘Kerr and the 
steamer Kansas saw them at the port 
holes vainly imploring for help. J.: M. 
Rhoades, of Detroit, a passenger,” was 
the fifth victim. The steamer was 
burned to the water’s edge and has 
been towed into this harbor, where she 
lies at her dock, a smoldering hulk. 

The fire broke out between: decks in 
the forward end of the steamer. It 
spread with tremendous rapidity and it 
was apparent almost from the first that 
it was vain for the crew to stop the 
flames. They tmmediately turned their 
attention to arousing the passengers and 
getting them on deck. In response to 
steamers—the 
steel freighter Kerr, the Kansas, a sis-} 
ter ship of the Naomi, and the Saxonia— 
came to the rescue. 

The captain of the Kerr ran his big 
steel ship up under the Naomi’s stern 
so close that the imperiled people leap- 
ed to her deck. Then the sereams of the 
imprisoned coal passers were heard from 
the bow portHoles. Vainly they begged 
for help., The port holes were too small 
for them to pass through and they were 
compelleaé to fall back into the smoke 
and fire, where they burned to death. 
The Kansas took on board the half-clad 
and terribly shocked and frightened pas- 
sengers and brought them to this port.

Important Question Decided by the 
Ohio Supreme Court. 


Columbus, Ohio, May 2!.—The supreme 
court handed down a decision today in 
the long contested ease of the late 
Bishop John A. Watterson against W. 
H. Halliday, auditor of Franklin county.

IRELAND SPURNS 
HOME RULE BILL 


Nationalist Convention a Unit 
Avainst the Birrell Scheme 


BILL IS TERMED INADEQUATE 


Great Crowd Attended the Conven.- 


tion, and Redmond’s Resolution 
Rejecting the Bill Was Car- 
ried Without a Dissent. 
ing Voice. 


Dublin, May 2!.—The nationalist con- 
vention called to decide whether the 
Irish bill introduced in the house of 
commons May 7 by the chief secretary 
for Ireland, Mr. Birrell, was acceptable 
to the people of Ireland, assembled at 
noon today in the round room of the 
historic mansion house. 

It become known immediaely that the 
measure ag a result of yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the Irish leaders would be re- 
jected and that a resolution to be intro- 
duced by John BE. Redmond, chairman of 
the Irish parliamentary party, settling 
the fate of the bill had been prepared. 

Packed with Delegates. 

The floor of the rotunda was packed 
with delegates from many societies and 
constituencies representing every part 
of Ireland. The members of parliament 
were present in full force and many of 
the Catholic clergy were conspicuous 
on the platform. 

Seated beside Mr. Redmond were the 
American desegates, John O. O'Callahan, 
secretary of the United Irish League; 
T. B. Fitzpatrick, treasurer of the 
league, and Patrick J. Timmons, a mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the 
league, a venerable ,.old man who is 
pointed out to every one as John Par- 
nell, Richard Croker, whose close-crop- 
ped beard is now completel$ white, and 
several bishops. 

Mr. Redmond, who presided, was 
greeted with great cheering when he 
rose to speak. His first words were: 

“The heart of every Irishman in the 
world goes out to John Dillon in the 
hour of his great affliction.” 

A resolution of sympathy with Mr. 
Dillon in the loss of his wife was adopt- 
ed, as was another for the widow of 
Michael Davitt, who died since the last 
convention and recalling Davitt’s efforts 
for Ireland and “the part he bore in 
raising the Irish peasant from a serf to 
a free man.”’ 

Resolution Rejecting Bill. 

Mr. Redmond then read the resolution 
on the Irish bill, which was clamorously 
cheered, as follows: ~ 

“That this convention, representative 
of Trish nationalist opinion, which 
especially places on record its sound 
conviction that nothing can satisfy the 


nationalist association of Ireland or 
pring peace and contentment to our 


people but a measure of safe govern- 
ment which will give the Irish people 
complete control over their domestic af- 
fairs. 


“That while we have never wavered } 


in our belief that it is impossible to 
produce any logical or workable scheme 
for responsibility in Ireland short of the 
concession of home rule in accordance 
with a resolution of the national direc- 
tors of the 5th of February, !907, and 
with the published declarations made 
from time to time on our behalf, we 
have been willing to give fair considera- 
tion to any scheme prepared by the 
British ministers which in their opinion 
would be consistent with and lead up 
to the larger policy to which they were 
pledged. 
Bill Inadequate. 

“That having considered «the [Irish 
council bill introduced by the govern- 
ment we declare that it is utterly inade- 
quate in its scope and unsatisfactory in 
its details and should be rejected by the 
Irish nation, and we regard the pro- 
duction of such a measure by a British 
government , pledged to home rule as 
confirmation of the position we have al- 
ways taken—that any attempt to settle 
the Irish problem by half measures 
would be entirely unsuccessful and we 
call upon the Irish party to oppose the 
bill in the house of commons and bring 
rressure on the government with all their 
strength and power to introduce a 
measure for the establishment of a na- 
tive parliament with a responsible exercu- 
tive power over all purely Irish affairs, 
and at this crisis in the fortunes of 
Ireland we invite all the nationalist 
forces of the country to unite in sup- 
port of our representatives in parlia- 
ment and enable them effectively to 
press for the speedy and genuine settle- 
ment of the Irish question.”’ 

Summarizing his views, Mr. Redmond 
asserted that the Birrel bill was not 
workable, and, therefore, would eng in 
disgrace and disaster; its failure would 
be used as an argument against Ire- 
land’s capacity for self-government and 
iis operation would result in the demor- 
alization of the nationalist party and 
the existing unity, which was Ireland’s 
strongest weapon. 

Back To Gladstone Idea. 


Mr. Redmond criticized the details of 
the financial and other features of the 
bill as being inadequate when compared 
with the great powers given to the ford 
lieutenant. Government by committees, 
he said, was unheard of. Knowing the 
constitution of the British parliament 
he knew it was useless to hope to s°- 
cure satisfactory amendments to the 
measure. In conclusion Mr. Redmond 
said: 

‘‘The liberal party must drop the Riosé- 
berry idea and must come back to the 
standard of Gladstone. People talke.! 
of an alliance of the Irish party with 
the liberals. The Irish party is inde- 
pendent. It can have an alliance with 
no English party that does not put 
home rule in the front of its platform.’ 

After Mr. Redmond had concluded his3 
remarks a number of speeches seconding 
the resolution was made. John O. Cai- 
laghan, of the American branch of the 
amid great applause as- 
sured the delegates that so long as 
England gives the Boers, who fough: 
ner (cries of ‘‘and t her’), more home 
rule than the Irish, the Irish-Americans 
will prevent the alliance with the United

ABOUT OAKLAND 
- TAYLOR WRITES 


Cemetery Committee Chair- 
man Explains Jntentions 
of Members. 


The Constitution has received the®fol- 
lowing letter from Chairman Taylor, of 
the cemetery committee, in reference 
to a story printed in yesterday’s edi- 


tion: 

“Editor Atlanta Constitution, City.— 
My Dear, Sir: I notice in your head 
lines, in referring to the recommenda- 
tions of the cemetery committee, in 
Tuesday morning’s edition, statements 
that are rather misleading. The im- 
pression might be conveyed that the 
cemetery committee, in framing the 
ordinance which was introduced before 
the mayor and general cougcil on Mon- 
day afternoon, intended to prevent the 
owners of lots from having any work 
done under their own supervision or 
control. The very opposite was in- 
tended. Section 4 reads as follows: 

“ ‘Sec 4, That blanks shall be printed 
and placed in the hands of the sexton 
for a description of work contracted for 
by lot owners. These blanks shall! indi 
cate the name of the workman or con- 
tractor, signed by the contractor, and 
give a general idea of the work to be 
performed. When such blanks have 
been filled out by the lot owner, it 
shall be the duty of the sexton to see 
that the work contracted for is per- 
formed in accordance with the record 
thus made, and it shall be checked or 
“o. k.’d’’ by the sexton, for the pro- 
tection of the owner.’ 

“This was drawn by the city attorney 
at the suggestion of the cemetery com- 
mittee as well as a number of lot own- 
ers themselves. 

“Under the present system, neither the 
sexton nor his assistants are per- 
mitted to receive moneys for the care 
of lots. It has therefore been necessary 
for the owners of lots to either have 
the work done under their supervision 
or make cdntract by the month or year 
with different parties to keep their re- 
spective lots in a cleanly condition. 
Under this system many irresponsible 
parties are permitted to enter the cem- 
etery, and great harm has resulted both 
from the loss of flowers and other 
articles that have been placed on lots. 
A former sexton states that much pil- 
fering had resulted during his incum- 
bency, and that he consideres this.one 
of the most important measures that 
the cemetery committee could recom- 
mend. To illustrate: any one leaving 
for an absence of a year or an indefin- 
ite period, and desiring to leave his lot 
under care, the contractor for this 
work will sign gy blank, stating what 
he will do for a certain sum, and same 
| will be filed with the sexton, whose 
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duty it shall be to see that the work 
is properly executed, and if not, notify 
the owner. 

Protection Is Motive. 

“Our only motive in framing this or- 
dinance is to protect every lot owner, 
rich or poor, in Oakland cemetery. 

“In another section it is provided 
that the commission shall likewise give 
all parts of the cemetery attention 
which are out of repair on ‘account of 
the removal or death of all members 
of the family. It is also provided that 
if help is not sufficient for this, same 
shal be increased. 

“One of the main features of the or- 
dinance is to protect the cemetery 


the future. It will be but a few years 
when Oakland shall have been closed, 
for, under any circumstances, there can 
be less than a dozen lots sold in the 
future. We consider it the duty of the 
city of Atlanta to anticipate this, and 
begin now to formulate some plans for 
the preservation of its necropolis, 
where He interred Atlanta’s pioneer 
dead. If one will look aver the entire 
ground, it can be readjly seen that the 
gates are useless n@y, for on the 
southeast side the ll which should 
prevent all trespassing is hardly a foot 
high. The suggestions embodied in our 
ordinance to have the endowments, 
contributions and all other moneys ob- 
‘tained through the cetnetery work 
placed in a trust fund, and use the in- 
erest for keeping up the property in 
future should appeal to every one in- 
terested in the cemetery. It is the de- 
sire of the committee that should a 
commission be appointed from the lot 
owners of the cemetery, to have them 
take charge of the property in the 
future, and have the ladies interested 


to such an extent as to aid them in the 
laborous work that will be necessary 
to beautify and perpetuate these 
grounds. 

“We think .our recommendations 
should meet with the full accord of 
every Citizen of Atlanta, as we be- 
lieve it will. 

“All the recommendations embodied 


from any encroachment whatsoever in| 
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in the ordinance have been framed 
from the information received in the 
conduct of other cemeteries, and from 
the suggestions of a great number of 
the lot owners. The cemetery commit- 
tee will gladly mail a copy of the 
recommendations to those who wish to 
investigate same. I ask your paper to 
publish the above in explanation of our 
position.

The association adopted a resolution 
sympathizing with the cotton growers 
of the south, whose crops face ruin 
On account of weather conditions, gand 
offering support wherever practicable 
by furnishing seed for replanting the 
crops. 

The passage of the resolution follow- 
ed a stirring spech by Colonel Joe Alli- 
80n, who represents. Texas at the con- 
vention. Colonel Allison said that this 
year’s cotton crop is threatened with 
ruin because the mild winter failed to 
harm the boll weevil, and that the pest 
is ready to attack the budding crop. 

AS a resuit, he said, many planters 
are being compelled to replant, and he 
urged the convention to assist them 
by offering seed for this purpose. 
Negroes Fail to Select Good Seed. 


B. F. Taylor, ‘of *Columbia, 8. C., 
spoke on Colonel Allison's resolution, 
holding that the majority of the south’s 
cotton is raised by negroes, who are 
incompetent to select good seed. He 
urged southern planters to be more 
careful in selecting and developing 
their seed, pointing to the planters of 
sea island cotton as an example. Those 
Planters, Mr. Taylor said, are so tau- 
tious they will not sell their seed to 
the crushers, thys creating a monopoly, 
and that they are now building a plant 
to do their own crushing.

PROPER PASSAGE 
WAS HARD TO FIND 


An Amusing Incident of South- 
em Baptist Convention, 


LEFT IT TO THE SECRETARY 


Only After Several Passages of 
Scripture Were Suggested as a 
Fraternal Message to North. 

ern Baptists, and Were 


Objected To.

Richmond, Va., May 21.—(Special.)— 
A laughable, dramatic, and comic inci- 
dent of the Southern Baptist convention 
occurred today, when a brother arose 
and proposed that a fraternal message be 
Sent to the brethren of the Northern 
Baptist Anniversarian, now in session in 
Washington, D. C. One of the older 
and most brilliant members arose and 
Suggested that the fraternal message be 
Jude, verse three. 

Whereupon another brother, one of the 
most eminent, aroes and said that such 
@ Scriptural reference to that body 
would be an insult; for it “exhorted that 
they should contend earnestly for the 
faith.’’ He said that some of the north- 
ern brethren were heretical, and needed 
to contend more earnestly for the faith, 
but he thought such a message unwise, 
even an insult. The brother who sug- 
gested the particular Scripture arose and 
‘said he would not offend one of the 
least of his brethren, and withdrew his 
Suggestion. 

Another brother arose and suggested a 
Passage of Scripture as a fraternal mes- 
sage, which began thus: ‘Wherefore, 
brethren, be yet steadfast, unmovable, 
always abounding in the work of the 
‘Lord."” This was about to pass, when 
the brother who suggested the first 
Scripture arose and objected. He was 
opposed to sending any such message, 
for it would be an insult, for it would 
imply that the brethren were ‘“unstead- 
fast,’’ ‘‘movable,” and ‘“‘did not abound 
in the work of the Lord.” 

By this time the great convention was 
in an uproar of laughter, and the best 
of feeling had displaceq the ténsion felt 
in the early discussion, and it was finally 
agreed that, if the secretary of the con- 
vention could find a passage of Scripture 
that could in no way seem offensive, 
he should: send it as a message to a 
great convention of Christian brothers.

PRESBYTERIANS 
ASK $1,100,000 


Northern Assembly Wants That 
Sum for Missions, 


SEPARATION OF THE RACES 
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Announced at Columbus That the 
Northern Presbyterians Do Not 
Object to Plan Proposed 
by a Presbytery in 
Alabama, 


Columbus, O., May 21.—The Presby- 
terian General Assembly today receiv- 
ed and adopted a number of reports 
inclucing those of the board of Home 
Missions and the board of education. 

The assembly adopted a resolution 
declaring that $1,100,000 is the least 
Sum which the churches can be asked 
to give to enable the board to properly 
carry through its work the coming 
year. 

An interesting feature of the after- 
noon session was the presentation to 
the assembly of the Rev. W. R, Evans, 
moderator of the Welsh Presbyterian 
church, who announced that a move- 
ment had been started in that body 
looking to a union with the northern 
church.

Rev. Dashong, spokesman, delivered a 
message of tthe most. cordial relations 
and declared that they came as sympa- 
thizers, for he said, “if you succeed, we 
succeed, and if you fail, we will fail 
and be driven into quarters we do not 
care to go. I believe every race in this 
country must save its own people. Some 
of you pray that we may all be one. I 
shall never pray this prayer. I believe 
we are one in spirit, but separate in 
race,.”” 

Wants to Choose His Own Master. 
fHe said the colored Presbyterians had 
never given their consent to organic 

union and declared “if I am to be sold I 
certainly should be allowed to choose my 
white master.” , . 

P. F. Hill, colored, editor of The Col- 
ored Cumberland Presbyterian, said Dr. 

J. Darby in an address before the 
Fayetteville synod three years ago said 
if he could secure organic union he 
would do something for education of 
the negroes and warned the members 
not to tell the white people, for he said 
they were watching him.

The hope was 
expressed that ‘‘5-cent laudanum houses, 
along with other fakirs and disreputable 
manufacturers of cheap booze, labelled 
medicine, will be put out by these laws.” 
One problem, the report said, was as to 
where turpentine could be secured to be 
sold as medicine, at moderate prices. It 
was stateq that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, in control of the product, is now 
labeling it for ‘‘mechanical use only.” 
“Disreputable fakirs,’’ from other states, 
selling through the country to the poor 
and ignorant, were roundly condemned.

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An Undeveloped Trade. 

There is something strange about 
the backwardness of the American 
foreign cotton goods trade. Not only 
are we letting remain away from us 
a commerce aggregating hundreds of 
millions, a large part of which, at 
least, by rights belongs to this coun- 
try, but there appears to be a sur- 
prising amount of indifference among 
American manufacturers about hold- 
ing on to the little foreign trade in 
manufactured cotton products which 
they already have. 

This fact is evidenced in statements 
published almost daily in the consular 
reports, showing that the American 
mianufactufers are not only doing 
nothing to extend their foreign trade, 
but, with the exception of China, are 
paying little attention to any of their 
foreign markets., A deep concern was 
nianifested over our Chinese trade as 
a result of the Boxer rebellion and, 
subsequently, on account of the atti- 
tude of the United States towards Chi- 
nese immigration. But the truth is, 
the Chinese trade, while just now of 
iinportance to the American manu- 
facturer, is but a small portion of the 
cotton goods trade of the world in 
which Americans might share if they | 
would. Even Japan has adopted with 
remarkable success trade methods far 
ir advance of those employed by the 
manufacturers of the United States. 

Special Agent W. Whittam, Jr., 
whose duty it is, under the bureau of 
manufactures of the department of 
commerce and labor to investigate the 
cotton trade abroad, presented some 
striking facts in this connection in 
an address last week before the Amer- 
ican Cotton Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion in Philadelphia. Comparing our 
cotton goods trade with that of Eng- 
land alone, Mr. Whittam said: 


Great Britain exports every year 
more yards of cotton cloth than our 
American mills produce for both home 
and outside trade. Over six billion 
yards expresses the volume of English 
foreign trade in cotton goods e:ch 
twelve months. Nor does a comparison 
cf values afford us any cause for sa lf- 
congratulation. During the calendar 
year ending December, 1906, Great 
Britain exported cotton manufactures 
tu the value of $484,000,000. The 
United States during the same period 
sent out only $43,000,000 worth. Not 
only so, but in that twelve months our 
trade decreased over $13,000,000, while 
English trade increased %37,000,000. 


Not only that, but American manu- 
facturers, Mr. Whittam shows, are too 
confident of the meodonlike trade of 
China, which, growing in one fort- 
night and withering in the next, they 
do not control so nearly as they think. 
American exports to China for the 
past three years were: 1904, $14,000,- 
060; 1905, $34,000,000; 1906, $17,000,- 
000. This domination of the Chinese 
market seems to hold only as to sheet- 
ings, for in other kinds of cotton 
goods Hingland has enjoyed a Chinese 
trade to this much greater extent: 
1904, $87,000,000; 1905, $50,000,000; 
1906, $45,000,000. These figures tell 
a story of a Chinese trade which falls 
far short of American domination. 

Outside of China, American export 
t:ade in cotton goods is scant and 
scattering. Forty per cent of Eng- 
land’s exports go to India, notwith- 
stending the fact that India operates 
six million spindles of her own. 
America has scarcely a dollar of cot- 
ton trade in that vast Oriental empire. 
There are many other large consum- 
ers of cotton cloths, to whom, like 
India, the American trade is almost 
vurknown. 

There are at least three principal 
causes of the backwardness of the 
American trade in cotton goods abroad. 
Two of these are attributable to an 
apparent carelessness or lack of en- 
ergy; for the other responsibility 
must be placed upon our home gov- 
ernment. 

In the first place, American manu- 
facturers, with characteristic inde- 
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cf goods which are in greatest for- 
eign demand. The foreigner judges 
by the appearance and feel, and will 
buy every time the cheaper grade of 
gcods with the smooth feel, in prefer- 
ence to the more substantial American 
article. It is simply a question of 
supplying the trade with what it 
wants, and the manufacturer who does 
not do it, cannot expect to get the 
customers. 

Volumes might be _ written about 
modern trade methods, chief com- 
piaint about which, as seen in the 
consular reports, lies in the fact that 
while England, Japan and other man- 
ufacturing countries are sending 
abroad young men familiar with the 
language and customs and wants of 
those with whom they have to deal, 
acd are thus fastening down their 
trade anchors, American manufactur- 
ers are content to send over a lot of 
circulars and catalogs printed in 
knglish, the only known use of 
which, up to date, is in making soles 
for Chinese shoes. 

One of the most serious handiceps 
to American foreign trade, not only 
in cotton goods but in other commod- 
ities as well, is the absence of Amer- 
‘ican bottoms from the high seas. 
The influence of the flag in carrying 
trade cannot be gainsaid, but until 
the federal government sees fit to re- 
move the tariff embargo upon foreign- 
built ships, this handicap cannot be 
overcome. ' 

It may be all very well to say we 
don’t need any more foreign trade in 
cotton goods at a time when the mills, 
running constantly on full time, are 
unable to supply the demand, but such 
an argument can be credited only to 
Shortsighted business policy. The 
seven lean years are bound to come 
sconer or later, and when they do, 
it may be too late to take the neces- 
sary steps to forestall adversity. 

Then, too, the mills are gradually 
but surely coming to the cotton fields, 
and as they: grow here in number, it 
will be added folly to neglect that 


trade upon which they ultimately be- 
come more largely dependent.

order to J. V. Wright on the county 
treasurer fOr the money due him ag a 
result of the loan in 1905. The plainti¢ 
Stated the belief that this gum due 
Wright was to be paid from the revenue 
collected in 1906, and which was col- 
lected for the specific purpose of paying 
back to petitioner the money borrowed 
during that year. The plaintiff alleged 
that it holds a priority claim over the 
claim of Wright, and all other parties to 
the money which went into the treasury 
of Butts county during the year 1906, 
and that Wright should first look to the 
revenue raised by the county in 1906, 
because the plaintiff has a priority claim 
to the revenue raised in 1906. 
: Judge Pendleton took a similag view of 
the case, and enjoined the county treas- 
urer from paying the order of Wright out 
of the funds of 1906, and restrained the 
county commissioner of Butts county 
from giving any more orders on this fund 
until the further order of the court.

BEFORE COURT 


Hearing of Circular 316 
Continues Before Stand- 
ing Master. 


The taking of “testimony before Stand- 
ing Master George L. Bell, in the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railroad prayer for in- 
junction against the Georgia railroad 
eémmission, was continued yesterday in 
the United States circuit court room. 

Two witnesses were presented during 
the day, but one was still on the 
stand when the hour for adjournment ar- 
rived. 

Guperintendent Taylor, of the Mobile 
and Ohio railroad, was presented to the 
court of inquiry immediately after the 
morning session opened, and Was On the 
stand again during the afternoon. 
Superintendent Taylor's testimony was 
largely as an expert. Not being located 
in the state ef Georgia, he could not 
really acquainted with 
the existing COnditions. A number of 
hypothetical questions were put to .Mr. 
Taylor, and while his answers were both 
educating and interesting to the lawyers 
and the court, they were largely techni-

Aggressive Bear Parly Attacks

The Fall in United States Steel Had 
a Sympathetic Effect on the 
Whole lList—American Smelt.

New York, May 21.—Thle acute weak- 
ness which developed in the stock mar- 
ket today came as gather a surprise to 
the financial] community, notwithstanding 
the symptoms of yielding yesterday. The 
course of the extensive selling in stocks 
was mysterious and the motives which 
prompted the sudden outpouring, after. 
such a period of quiescence in the mar- 
ket as that of last weeK was not clear, 
as no immediate development in condi- 
tions was known whieh would change 
the situation as abruptly. Surmise in- 


0| clined to the interpretation that an ag- 


gressive bear party had been organized 
to attack the market. This interpreta- 
tion of the day’s movement was favored 
by the recent return to the financial dis- 
trict of individuals who were credited 
with the leadership of the smashing cam- 
paign against prices which culminated in 
the March panic, an® who have been ab- 
sent on long vacations since these occur- 
rences. The action of the market for 
some time past has reflected the entire 
lack of any absorptive demand for secuy- 
ities, but occasional tentaative operations 
on the short side of the market have 
been go little succéssful in dislodging 
large liquiiation that a period of dull- 
ness and neglect for stocks was antici- 
pated, rather than any active seiling or 
buying. The more aggressive ‘plans on 
the bear side have gained impetus from 
the violent movements in the wheat mar- 
ket. The leaders of the bull speculation 
in wheat undoubtedly play a large part 
in the bear movement in stocKs. There 
is additional incentive for the bear move- 
ments in stocks from the renewal of anx- 
iety over the conditions of capital sup- 
ply. tack of support for some of the 
stocks which are usually most carefully 
guarded against declines by inside fnter- 
ests is due to the fact of the large com- 
mitments by those interests in new secur- 
ities. Stockholders stand committed for 
periodical installments of subscriptions on 
new issues, which have been offered to 
them on attractive terms, and they have 
no available resources to buy offerings of 
their own stocks in the open market. 
Bome speculative buying of Union Pacific 
lately was based on the assumption that 
the stock would be swpported to facill- 
tate the sale of the convertible bonds. 
Instead of that, the bonds have declined 
to quotations below the price offered to 
stockholdérs and disappointed speculators 
ir, the stock have faiJled to find opportu- 
nity to realize a profit. Successive new 
offerings of securities are made’on such 
terms and offer such a rate of return as 
to afford greater attractions than existing 
securities, and thus to indicate that even 
at the low prices recently prevailing, quo- 
tations are out of Ifme with the level of 
attraction for investment. Such scanty 
developments today as offered any 6x- 
planation of the wea#ness of ahe market, 
had to do ‘mostly with rumors of still 
further bond and note issues to be ex; 
pected. Some of these were denied, but 
without relfeving the deprssion of the 
stocks concerned. The heavy liquidation 
in Unied States Steel was accompanied 
by such a rumor, which was repeatedly 


|denied, about relieving the stock from 


its depression. The fall in United States 
Steel had a pronounceg sympathetic ef- 
fect on the whole list. American Smelt- 
ing, Union Pacific and Brooklyn Transit 
were other influential centers of depres- 
sion, as was Amalgamted Copper. 

The money market was unruffied,, and 
no action was taken towards export of 
gold. It was not until stocks had weax- 
ened effectually that the wheat market 
became strong again. The heavy liqui- 
dation of stocks which undoubtedly oc- 
curred seemed to be prompted by a grad- 
ual accumulation of influences for some 
time past rather than any event which 
has occurred recenfly. Short covering 
causeg some wide rallies, but the market 
closed unsettled and feverish.

Qats were up ic and pro 
visions i5@!17%c to 26¢ higher. 

The wheat market opened excited and 
strong, ‘with prices ranging from %4@%*c 
to 1%c higher than yesterday’g final quo- 
tations: As trading progressed prices 
continued to mount higher until all deliv- 
eries excepting the July option had sold 
at a higher price than previously record- 
ed this season. Even the May delivery, 
in which there is very little trading, ad- 
vanced today to the dollar mark. Sep- 
tember at one time sold at $1.04 and 
December at $!.045%. The highest point 
of the July option today was $!.02, which 
is Sec below the mark iast Friday. Com- 
mission thouses ant shorts were eager 
bidders ali day, and the large part of the 
selling came from holders. The market 
Wa, influenced chiefly by. crop news, the 
reports today being of a more serious 
nature than those previously received. 
Adviceg regarding the condition of the 
winter wheat crop of Nebraska and Kan- 
gas were especially bullish, and told of 
great damage by drouth and cold weath- 
er. In addition to the domestic damage 
reports there were numerous unfavorable 
reports from abroad, particularly from 
Hungary and southern Russia, where the 
crop is also suffering because of a lack 
of rain. The market derived additional 
strength from a message from New York, 
which claimed that Europe purchased 
today about 2,000,000 bushels of Ameri- 
can wheat on passage. 

One reason for these purchases, it is 
said, might be seen in a decrease of over 
1,000,000 bushels inthe visible supply, 
as shown by Bradstreet’s. The market 
closed exceedingly strong, with the con- 
tinent wide demands still apparently un- 
supplied. July opened 4%@%c to %@%c 
higher at 98@98%c, advanced to 61,02 and 
closed at $1.01%; September opened 4%@ 
lee higher at 994%@99%c, jumped to $1.04 
and closed at $!1.08%. December opened 
&%@i%c higher, at $1.00% to $1.01%, ad- 
vanced to $!.04% and closed at $1! .04. 

Clearances of wheat and flour equaled 
132,700 bushels. The world’s visible sup- 
ply, as shown by Bradstreet’s, decreased 
298,000 bushels. Primary receipts 390,- 
000 bushels, compared with 37,000 the 
corresponding day a year ago. Minneap- 
olis, Duluth and Chicago received 483 
ears, against 627 last week and 246 a 
year ago. 

Commission thouses and cash interests 
were bidders for corn, which caused an 
advance of over je per bushel in all de- 
liveries.

BEING GUARDED 


Three Deputies on Every Car 
at Brunswick 


NO DISORDER IS REPORTED 


Trolley Officials Say They Have 
Men but Can’t Operate Oars Un- 
less Guarded—Prominent Cit- 
izens Have Been Sworn 
In as Deputies. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 2!.—The second 
day of the street car tie-up in’ Birming- 
ham showed decided improvement. A 
few cars were run on all the lines in 
the district, but all service was discon- 
tinued after 7 o‘clock tonight. No cars 
are sent out unless they carry three dep- 
uty sheriffs. The company Officials state 
that they have plenty of men to run the 
cars, but that they cannot operate them 
except when deputies are on board. 

Prominent Men as Deputies. 

Some of the most prominent men in the 
city are being sworn in as deputies, the 
list including well known bankers, manu- 
facturerg and merchants. Prominent 
members of the labor unions of the dis- 
trict are also being utilized by the sheriff. 
The service is compulsory and cannot be 
evaded when the sheriff makes requisi- 
tion. 

No disorders have been reported during 
the day. The newly organized street 
railway employees’ union held several 
meetings during the day, and a commit- 
tee, which went to President Jemison, of 
the Birmingham Railw&y, Light and 
Power Company, with their demands, was 
told that the company would not under 
any circumstances employ men who be- 
longed to a union. 

Mr. Jemison stated that he diq not de- 
ny the men the right to organize, Dut 
Ww they organized they could not work 
for the company. 


Streets Are Quiet. 


The streets are remarkably quiet to- 
night. Slight delay is being encoun- 
tered in handling the mails, especially 
to suburban points, where the utiliza- 
tion of electric lines is necessary. Post- 
master Carter was authorized from 
Washington today ta go to whatever ex- 
tra expenSe was necessary to deliver the 
mails, expeditiously. The Frisco, South- 
ern and Alabama Great Southern are 
running hourly passenger trains to su- 
burban points, and they reach nearly all 
points covered by the electric lines. 

Mayor Ward this afternoon decided to 
allow the saloons to reopen tomorrow, 
but later rescinded the action, and they 
will remain closed indefinitely.
